But a better way 
still is to show that in Canada we 
have something better than Bolshe- 
vism, that our system is better for 
the masses of the people than Bol- 
shevism. A keen and genuine inter- 
est in social reform is one of the 
safeguards against Bolshevist propa- 
ganda, Those who object to the sym- 
pathy shown by the churches with 
labor are_on the wrong track. The 
more the churches sympathize with’ 
labor the less danger of Bolshevism. 

The representation of labor in par- 
liament and the provincial legisla- 
tures is another safeguard against 
revolutionary movements. Bolshevism 
despises representative institutions, 
and says they are shams and delu- 
sions, and they are merely tools of 
the plutocracy, Do not be content 
with merely saying that this is false. 
Make our parliaments so democratic 
and truly representative that they 
will be ‘dear to the hearts. of the 
people,, Encourage labor representa- 
tion; let the workman and his em- 
ployer meet face to face in parlia- 
ment, Establish proportional repre- 
sentation, so that all kinds of 
opinion will be reflected in our leg- 
islative bodies.—Toronto Star.
